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fare trough. One small problem: Neither is true. 

Stats show that immigrants are far less 
likely to be convicted of crimes, though far 
more likely to start their own businesses. 
And while it costs taxpayers an average of 
$107,000 to resettle each person, according 
to a Notre Dame study, they pay $128,000 in 
taxes over that same time period.

NEW, LIKELY NOT IMPROVED 

With his seat in jeopardy, Erik Paulsen suddenly turns green 


C ongressman Erik Paulsen’s new 
campaign commercial opens with 
soulful piano and a zoom in on a 
family photo album. Then comes 
Paulsen, in voiceover form: 

“My parents taught me to love the out¬ 
doors,” the Eden Prairie Republican says. 
“I camp and canoe with my family in Min¬ 
nesota’s Yellowstone: the Boundary Waters.” 

The Boundary Waters are a gem for 
outdoor enthusiasts—234,000 acres of 
untouched wilderness, miles from any 
human activity. And as the congressman 
sees it, they represent a key difference 
between his politics and those of President 
Donald Trump. 

Earlier this year, the Trump adminis¬ 
tration reversed an Obama-era decision 
to restrict mining in the area, allowing 
Twin Metals to renew its old leases near 
Ely. This kind of mining produces toxic 
byproducts when exposed to air, rain, 
and snow. It’s notorious for leaching 


poison into surrounding land, water, 
and wildlife. 

When Trump tried to strip protections 
from Minnesota’s Yellowstone, Paulsen 
said “No way.” 

“I’m for mining—just not there.” 

He’s a different kind of Republican, the 
ad implies. One not afraid to stand up to 
the president or his party to protect Min¬ 
nesota’s greatest treasure. 

But the Erik Paulsen in the commercial 
doesn’t sound at all like the one who’s been 
representing Minneapolis’ western suburbs. 

Paulsen votes in line with Trump 97.6 
percent of the time, including to repeal a 
rule requiring energy companies to reduce 
waste and emissions. He also voted to drill 
in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, and 
to cut $16 million from the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund. 

Paulsen’s environmental record verges 
on cartoon villain territory. The League of 
Conservation Voters, which tracks members 


of Congress on votes concerning clean water, 
fightingclimate change, and wildlife protec¬ 
tion, gives him a lowly 14 percent score for 
2017—on a scale of 100. His lifetime score: 
just 16 percent. 

As for his independence, Paulsen’s 
financial statements read like the ultimate 
swamp-creature resume. He’s taken $1.6 
million from PACs—putting him in eighth 
place for special interest money in the entire 
House. That includes $200,000 from the 
oil and gas industry. 

“Canoeing for the cameras is a cute 
stunt, but when it comes to actually pro¬ 
tecting clean water and public lands, Erik 
Paulsen is misleading Minnesotans,” says 
the League of Conservation Voters’ Alyssa 
Roberts. “How are we supposed to trust 
Erik Paulsen to keep his word when his 
votes say otherwise?” 

Still, Alex Falconer of Save the Boundary 
Waters is grateful for the nod, even if it’s 
only a onetime campaign ploy.

“He really recognizes that his constituents 
don’t want this sort of mine adjacent to the 
Boundary Waters,” he says. 

Falconer can’t speak to the rest of Paulsen’s 
career. He’s just hoping the congressman will

Revenge of the Nerd 

A Minneapolis man sued Equifax all by himself. You probably should, too. 


D aniel got his first credit card 
as a teenager growing up in a 
Twin Cities suburb. It came 
with strict instructions from 
his parents: Use it only on small expenses 
like filling your gas tank. For everything 
else, pay for it from your bank account. 

After nearly a decade of paying credit 
card bills on time, Daniel, now 26, can 
nearly recite his “excellent” credit score 
off the top of his head. That number’s 
been invaluable in his career as a budding 
tech entrepreneur. 

“You need credit to run a business, obvi¬ 
ously, but I guess I had kind of taken good 
credit for granted,” says Daniel, who asked 
to use a pseudonym. He’s been exposed 
enough as it is. 

Like most Americans, he first heard 
of Equifax last fall, when the company 
disclosed it had allowed hackers to make 
off with the private information of 147 
million Americans. Equifax, one of the 
“big three” credit reporting agencies, had 
diversified its business by trading in the 
most sensitive facts there are. Beyond 
credit scores and card numbers, Equifax 
coveted Social Security numbers, medical 
histories, and information on how much 
people make. 

Maybe you don’t remember giving any of 
this to Equifax. That’s because you didn’t. 
Your bank or credit card company prob¬ 
ably did. Your employer might have, too: 
Equifax collects data from thousands of 
American employers, including the three- 
fourths of Fortune 500 companies it counts 
as customers. 

The scale of the data breach was historic, 
the risk to average, unwitting Americans 


unprecedented. Overnight, Equifax rock¬ 
eted from obscurity to public enemy. 

Then the news cycle turned over, floating 
new villains into view. Most Americans 
moved on. 

Not Daniel. He was pissed about the 
thought of his pristinse score, built on 
years of restraint, suddenly vulnerable 
to any identity thief with enough wits to 
download a file. 

And professionally, as someone “very 
into security and tech,” he sounds disgusted 
when he talks about Equifax’s failure to 
protect information. Soon after announc¬ 
ing its exposure, the company fingered a 
culprit: a single employee, whose job it was 
to inform its cybersecurity team to apply 
a patch, a simple upgrade that would’ve 
repaired a vulnerability in its storage system. 

The missing patch had been available 
for months, and Equifax ignored “simple 
instructions” to protect itself. 

“It’s a stretch to even call what happened 
a 'hack,”’ Daniel says. “My parents are the 
kind of people who have trouble using an 
iPhone. But I put it like this: 'Hey Mom 
and Dad, would you leave a spiral note¬ 
book with the names and Social Security 
numbers of 150 million Americans in a 
house with unlocked doors?’ That’s what 
these guys did.” 

The more he read, the angrier he got. 
Daniel searched his name and Social 
Security number on Equifax’s hastily 
assembled crisis response site, and was 
informed he was one of the people affected. 
Equifax then ushered the exposed into a 
sign-up for one free year of identity theft 
protection. The fine print on that offer 
conveniently waived the user’s right to 


sue Equifax, instead forcing them to go 
through arbitration, notoriously favorable 
to corporations over individuals. 

Equifax later claimed the arbitration 
clause was a mistake, just one more minor 
oversight, and removed it. 

Arbitration is so slanted toward busi¬ 
nesses, the Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau approved a rule last year neuter¬ 
ing such clauses by financial institutions. 
Republicans fought back on behalf ofbanks. 
Two months after the Equifax scandal, Don¬ 
ald Trump signed a law repealing the rule. 

Daniel avoided Equifax’s trap. He con¬ 
tacted an acquaintance, attorney David 
Madgett, who took the case to small 
claims court. That went badly. “We get 
zero verdict,” Madgett says, “and the judge 
essentially yells at me... like, 'I can’t believe 
you’re trying to bleed this company.’” 

The judge cited Equifax’s offer of free 
identity theft protection “for life at no 
cost,” information he’d evidently gleaned 
from a corporate witness Equifax flew in 
to testify. This was untrue; Equifax was 
offering only one year of protection. If 
Daniel expected to live without risk of 
Equifax’s making beyond age 27, he’d be 
paying out of pocket. 

He appealed to district court. Madgett 
advised his client to take the preemptive 
step of buying identity theft insurance 
before the trial. Now they weren’t arguing 
“speculative” costs from some future event. 
Daniel was already paying for Equifax’s 
screw-up, and planned to do so for at least 
the next several decades. 

Equifax again flew in an expert wit¬ 
ness, and its lawyers argued that data 
breaches have become fairly common,

and are not necessarily a sign of “neg¬ 
ligent” behavior. Hearing this, Madgett 
scrapped his prepared closing argument. 
“I told the jury, 'Don’t get lawyered. You 
don’t need to leave your common sense 
at the courtroom steps.’” 

The jury would return a verdict of 
$7,200 in Daniel’s favor, enough to pay 
for 25 years’ worth of identity theft insur¬ 
ance worth up to $1 million. Similar judg¬ 
ments have come down in other states, 
but Madgett believes this jury’s award 
is the first of its kind in Minnesota. He 
expects more. 

“If s goddamned unbelievable Americans 
have to put up with it,” Madgett says. “This 
is not a consumer-facing business. It’s a 
business that deals—all their deals are 
with other businesses. People cannot opt 
out of dealing with this company. That’s 
the real travesty.” 

Equifax politely declined to comment 
for this story. “We do not have anything 
to add at this time,” a spokesperson said. 

So if you have any questions for them, 
about what they did with your most valu¬ 
able and carefully held secrets, consider 
asking them before a judge. B3

Minneapolis Mayor Jacob Frey, in a reference to the 
time people (including the boyish mayor-elect) rode a 
zipline across the Mississippi River, welcomed the X 
Games extension by saying Minneapolis had “shown 
the world we know how to live on the edge.” 

Sure. Maybe more important, we’ve shown the world 
we can be a polite, functioning city when we’re besieged 
by out-of-towners. Even the kind willing to pay an average 
of about $4,000 a ticket, as Super Bowl attendees did. 


The X Games is different. Try gouging this crowd on 
$36 chips-and-guac and you’ll wind up with the mini¬ 
riot you deserve. 

On Thursday night, BMX bikers and skateboarders will 
take to the vert ramp outside U.S. Bank Stadium for two 
of the X Games’ marquee events. And it’s free. Can you 
imagine another event sending out its biggest names in 
their most dramatic moment, and telling people to walk 
right up, no charge? 

Last year’s skateboard vert featured something of a 
passing—or grabbing—of the torch. X Games legend 
Bob Burnquist (14 gold medals, and 30 overall) made 
his final run in that event, and 21-year-old Moto Shibata 
became its youngest (and first Japanese) gold medalist 
ever. Shibata blessed his winning turn with a spellbinding 
last-second trick, rotating once in the air while whipping 
his skateboard around twice. 

A “kamikaze,” he called it. Shibata ought to get nam¬ 
ing rights, because he’d never landed one in competition 
before. No one else even tries it. 

Who will be the next performer to land something 
no one’s ever seen before? What will we name that next 
frontier? Walk right up, Minneapolis. We get three more 
years to find out. >

1995: The inaugural “Extreme Games” 
took place in Newport, Rhode Island. It 
was a fringe sports center for such fringe 
disciplines as skateboarding, skysurfing, 
downhill luge racing, bungee jumping, 
and BMX. Early critics considered the 
gravity-defying, white-knuckle X Games 
more stunts than sports, but audiences fell 
in love with its new brand of alternative 
athletes and their lunatic gall. Original cor¬ 
porate sponsors were basically a Maslow’s 
Hierarchy of Skater Needs: Mountain Dew, 
Taco Bell, and Advil. 

1999: Tony Hawk landed the first-ever 
900 in the Skateboard Best Trick event—an 
insane 2.5 revolution airborne spin. Hawk 
made 10 excruciating attempts to land this 
trick during regulation time, wiping out 
each try. Nevertheless, organizers granted 
him one more chance past the clock, and 
he stuck the landing on his 11th pass, tak¬ 
ing first place. 

2000: Dave Mirra became the first BMX 
rider to land a double backflip at the X 
Games. He plummeted down a 20-foot vert 
wall for speed, squared up for this highly 
anticipated trick, and sailed effortlessly 
through the rest of what has become a 
legendary run. In 2016 Mirra died, bring¬ 
ing attention to depression in athletes. 
He had been the first extreme sports star 
to be diagnosed with CTE, a condition 
brought on by repetitive brain trauma. 

2003: With a mouthful of braces, 13-year- 
old Ryan Sheckler won the Skateboard Park 
event, becoming the youngest X Games 


gold medalist. He’s starred in his own 
MTV show, appeared in a Justin Bieber 
music video, and continues to skate to 
this day. Longtime X Games fans have 
pretty much watched this kid grow up. He 
kept his record until 2017, when Brighton 
Zuener took gold in Women’s Skateboard 
Park on her 13th birthday. 

2009: Ashley Fiolek became the first 
deaf athlete to medal when she earned 
first place in Women’s Moto X Super 
X event. Her explosive debut at the X 
Games inspired subsequent generations of 
adaptive athletes, and her famous friend¬ 
ship with Iranian motocross racer Noora 
Naraghi encouraged women across the 
world to pursue extreme sports. 

2012: BMX star Garrett Reynolds won 
his fourth street competition—which is 
remarkable, because at that point, there’d 
been only four of these events in X Games 
history. He went on to get one silver medal 
in 2013, but then quickly recovered to 
take gold in every BMX freestyle street 
event afterward. He’s more or less the 
most immaculate BMX rider in the world. 

2017: By the time Brazilian skateboard 
master Bob Burnquist retired from the X 
Games at 40 years old, he’d racked up 30 
medals (including 14 gold), making him 
the most decorated X Games athlete ever. 
Though Burnquist has medaled in every 
skateboard category, he was the undisputed 
king of Big Air, which involves taking an 
elevator to the top of a 70-foot-tall ramp 
and surrendering oneself to the mercy 
of gravity while throwing in some fancy 
tricks for good measure.

AND THE ART OF SHREDDING 
A HALFPIPE 



NICOLE HAUSE DIDN’T TEACH ME TO KICKFLIP, 
JUST EVERYTHING ELSE ABOUT LIFE

I WASN’T LOOKING for enlightenment 
last week, when I ditched a meeting and 
routed my minivan toward Stillwater. No, 
like any adult with a 401K and enough gray 
hairs that they can no longer be obscured 
by strategic parting, I went west seeking 
skateboarding lessons. 

A one-time snotty suburban youth and 
avid Sum 41 CD collector, I’ve always had 
a skating obsession fueled by Tony Hawk 
(the N64 game before the person, if we’re 
being honest) and Bam Margera. It blew 
my mind to watch them in motion, bodies 
languid but movements scalpel-sharp, a 
math-rock song made physical. 

For myriad reasons—among them, the 
fact that I wanted to look cool, and mom 
enforced a strict wrist guard rule when I 
hopped on my Reggie Rocket board—I’ve 
never really done it myself. Still, there’s a 
Bob Burnquist buried somewhere in my 
soul, so I’m here, in 20-year-old skate¬ 
boarder Nicole Hause’s Stillwater barn, 
staring up at a towering indoor halfpipe 
to engage in some literal stunt journalism. 

Have you ever been intimidated by 
a collection of plywood and nails? The 
13-foot-tall vert ramp is, in technical terms, 
“hella scary,” its 90-degree drop a death 
trap for clumsy writers. Nicole couldn’t 


be less afraid—her dad built it for her 
when she was as old as it is high—and 
she starts from the base before rocket¬ 
ing up its sides, defying physics as she 
propels her small frame ever higher and 
then launches out the top. 

Easy! 

My target, on the other hand, is a quarter 
pipe in the corner no more than two or 
three feet tall. I’m nonetheless not sure I’ll 
be able to accomplish what I want, which 
barely counts as skating: just ride up it 
and back down without falling on my ass. 

Nicole kicks a board my way, but the 
trucks are set up for her—an Actual Skate¬ 
boarder—and it wobbles like grip tape- 
covered jello beneath me. “This feels so... 
um, loose?” I say, cautiously. Nicole, bless 
her, picks up on my exceedingly subtle 
hint: “Let me get you a different board.” 

My attempt to stall has been dispatched 
with. Now what? 

“I feel like you just... figure it out,” Nicole 
answers when I ask how, exactly, you start 
skating. “Your body knows.” 

This is some Yoda-fucking-with-Luke- 
level advice, but to be fair, my questions 
are virtually unanswerable. (“How do you 
make your feet stay on there?” “How do 
you balance?” “How are you... doing that?”) 
She’s been skating since she was a kid; it’s 
all raw talent and muscle memory. It’s

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like I asked her how to walk or pet a dog. 

And you know what? She’s not wrong. 
You just... figure it out. Each time I attack 
the ramp (some would say “tentatively 
roll up to it with less ferocity than a 
mall walker”), I inch the board higher. 
With each “run,” I come closer to rolling 
back down without every self-preserving 
neuron in my brain telling me to jump 
right off. 

There’s a meditative quality in repeat¬ 
ing the same motion over and over: kick, 
push, slide. (Bail.) Sensing that something 
about this is grabbingme, Nicole tells me 
about Mondays at 3rd Lair skate park 
in Golden Valley, when girls skate free. 
‘You’re doing good!” she says.“Sometimes 
I can tell with people, I’m like, they might 
not ever understand.” 

“I’ll be the judge of that,” the rogue 
board counters a split-second later, scoot¬ 
ing out from under me as I emit a very 
cool, very involuntary squeak. 

Nicole has other advice, too: Go faster 
and it’s easier to balance, because you’re 
not thinking so much about the imperti¬ 
nent contraption beneath your feet. Bend 
your knees, you need to have some give 
to make it work. Relax, because if you’re 
overthinking, you’re never going to get 
it right. 

‘You can’t be afraid,” she says at one 
point—not of falling, or of getting hurt, 


or of embarrassing yourself. 

It all strikes me as very poignant chat¬ 
ter for the top of a vertical ramp. Nicole 
talks about how she got started, teaching 
herself the basics before signing up for 
skate camp. “At the time, I think I was 
just like 9 or 10 years old, so I didn’t really 
care what other people thought of me.” 

But it’s harder to try something new 
later in life, whether that’s landing a new 
trick or hopping on a board in the first 
place. I’m surprised when she says she 
hits the park early, because she usually

prefers to practice—and to fail—in private. 

And you’re going to fail. A lot. I spend 
the whole morning failing; there’s rarely 
a day Nicole doesn’t fall off her board. 
She’s unfazed, insisting that it’s okay to 
fall. You should expect to. It’s also okay to 
try to save yourself. You can always bail. 

Adults should have to be bad at more 
stuff. We should all become late-in-life 
skateboarders. In the immortal words 
of Jake, the bendy yellow cartoon dog 
from Adventure Time : “Dude, sucking at 
something is the first step to being sorta 


good at something.” 

My ever-patient coach promises it’ll 
click—there’s something that happens, 
a switch that flips, when you land some¬ 
thing for the first time. And while land, in 
my case, means “roll up and down,” she’s 
right—when finally I glide up and down 
the quarter pipe, I get it. I’m able to do 
it the next three times I try. 

“The human body,” Nicole grins. “Infi¬ 
nite potential.” 

I came here for a skating lesson, and 
maybe the advice I got wasn’t even specific 
enough to count as one. But I think it was. 
The lesson was “you just have to do it.” 
The lesson was “you’re already here, you 
might as well try and figure it out.” “Do 
or do not, there is no...” 

Oh my god. She literally did Yoda me. 

Before I leave, Nicole generously offers 
to shoot some videos of me “shredding.” 
When I queue them up at home later, 
they’re laugh-out-loud-worthy: Not only 
does my gangly frame teeter around the 
entire time, but I’m rolling along at what 
I have to imagine is exactly one mile per 
hour. A baby could’ve out-crawled me. 

And yet, in every one, I’m grinning, 
clearly having a ball as the two of us shout 
jokes back and forth.

X Games participants appear 
perpetually youthful—maybe 
because so many of them are 
literal youths. Jagger Eaton 
became the youngest competitor ever 
when he made his debut in 2012 at age 
11; the youngest medalist is Alana Smith, 
who took home Women’s Skateboard 
Park silver in 2013 at age 12. 

Their youth makes it seem like X Gam¬ 
ers would eat like typical teens, too—a 
diet that’s equal parts Pop Rocks, Doritos, 
and Red Bull. But is that really the case? 
They’re athletes, and whipping your body 
through the air like a tornado on wheels 
probably requires some vitamins and 
minerals, right? 

We asked a handful of the Gamers 
coming to Minneapolis this year to run 
us through a dietary day in the life. 


Dennis Enarson, 27, BMX 

“An ideal day, when I’m home and eating 
what I want, I would definitely start it 
with a smoothie just packed with a bunch 
of good stuff,” Dennis Enarson says. The 
odds are good he’ll spend the whole day 
out riding, and since it’s tough to down a 
burrito while you’re on a bike, he crams his 
blender to the brim: “Like, all-natural—put 
turmeric in there, ginger, a whole lemon, 
spinach. I’ll do hemp seeds, milk, almond 
butter, bananas—the list goes on and on.” 

If he has lunch, it’s a “more chill,” smaller 
meal: a sandwich, fruit and nuts, a salad, 
something with clean protein. For dinner, 
he’ll often dine out with friends, but he 
doesn’t go for fried chicken or the burger, 
opting instead for abalanced plate of greens 
and meat, frequently fish. And speaking 
of fish, the guy drinks like one—not beer, 
but water. California’s hot, and he’s active. 
“I stay chuggin’ water.” 


The BMX biker wasn’t always this aware 
of his eating—it used to be 99-cent TV 
dinners and Totino’s pizza rolls all the 
way. (“I just drank booze and ate terrible 
food.”) That changed after an injury, when 
he turned to anti-inflammatory ingredients 
like the aforementioned turmeric—plus 
greens and fruits and fish—to help him heal. 

It’s a diet Enarson estimates puts him 
at about the middle of the pack, health- 
consciousness-wise. Some BMX riders 
have their meal plans down to a science 
and hit the gym every day. “And then there’s 
people who have never heard what aback 
roller is, and they’re drinking whiskey 
Cokes during the contest. There’s every 
end of it at BMX.” 

Tyler Bereman, 26, 

Supercross and Motocross 

For Bereman—and every athlete we spoke 
with—the biggest obstacle to consistent 


healthy eating is the amount of travel 
wrapped up in their jobs. 

“I’ve just been on so many airplanes in 
the last few months, and being in airports 
and having layovers and trying to find 
good food is... virtually impossible,” he 
says. “I try to find hummus and crack¬ 
ers, or some salad or a chicken plate or 
something that’s not terribly bad for me. 
At least, I hope.” 

He, too, is a reformed garbage eater; 
as a kid, he would munch on “whatever,” 
snaggingbags of McDonald’s before hit¬ 
ting the track. But the more he started 
racing, the more he had to eat—and it 
can’t all be Dollar Menu deals. So he got 
serious about going for what made his 
body feel good and avoiding what didn’t. 
These days, it’s a lot of chicken and fish, 
with plenty of vegetables. He’s a sucker 
for sweets, so he always has oranges or 
berries on hand to scratch that itch.

He keeps his morning 
meal light—protein smoothie or shake, 
some oatmeal or some eggs—because, 
you know, he’s about to go rocketing 
off dirt ramps and doing backflips on 
a motorcycle. Turns out, that kind of 
thing can upset your stomach. 
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Jordyn Barratt, 19, Skateboard 

Jordyn Barratt struggles with the diet- 
ruining reality of constant travel, too—but 
her situation is further complicated by 
the fact that she’s a vegetarian. “I was 
just in Spain, and in Spain, and Europe, 
literally all they have is meat, cheese, 
and beer,” she laughs. “I was like, ‘Oh 
my gosh, I guess I’ll have to eat some 
cheese. I hadn’t eaten cheese in months.” 

Barratt’s been a vegetarian since she 
was around 12; she made a bet with a 
friend to see if they could give up meat. 

“I lasted the longest, and then I was 
like, ‘I’m just going to keep doing this.’ I 
feel way better when I don’t eat meat,” 
she explains. “And, plus, animals are 
my favorite thing ever. I didn’t really 
understand how that all worked, and 
then after, I was like, ‘Okay, I’m definitely 
never eating meat again.’” 

At 19, she’s practically a vegan, except 
that she eats eggs. It’s a lot of rice and 
beans, and, as is apparently the case for 
everyone in extreme sports, she’s never 
met a smoothie she didn’t like. “I have 
a blender and I use that every day, for 
sure.” (As for the smoothie craze, she 
suggests that it’s probably a California 
thing.) She’s also a huge fan of acai bowls. 

And she adds that being on the go 
doesn’t always make for disastrous eating. 
In China, she ordered a sushi-like lotus 
root dish that’s one of the best dishes 
she’s ever had. B3

MINNEAPOLIS INSTITUTE OF ART 
Pictures lie; photographer Beth Dow 
will be the first to tell you this. But our 
brains don’t always give us accurate 
information, either. When processing 
new data, we draw from our bank of 


previous experience. Often, we’re right. 
But sometimes our brains make what’s 
called a “prediction error.” Through still- 
life photographs of fruit and flowers, Dow 
explores what happens when we can’t 
quite make sense of what we’re seeing.

NO RECESS 

Bo Burnham’s Eighth Grade is a sweet, perceptive study in teen awkwardness

S ometimes it’s easy to forget that 
teens are human. So you can’t totally 
blame movies for reducing ado¬ 
lescent characters to stock types 
that we can presumably all identify with, 
allowing kids in the audience to live out 
their fantasies and grown folks to indulge 
their nostalgia. But some of the best Ameri¬ 
can films in recent years—Greta Gerwig’s 
Ladybird, Marielle Heller’s Dzary of a Teen¬ 
age Girl, Kelly Fremon Craig’s The Edge of 
Seventeen —have gone beyond “relatabil- 
ity,” keeping the standard elements of the 
coming-of-age plot (combative parents, bad 
sex, rocky friendships) while focusing on 
the idiosyncrasies that make their heroines 
stand out as individuals. 

Elsie Fisher’s Kayla, who endures her 
final week of middle school in Bo Burnham’s 
Eighth Grade, is their cinematic peer. In 
her YouTube videos, she perkily examines 
self-help maxims. (Atypical insight: “The 
hard part of being yourself is that it’s not 
always easy.”) IRL, though, Kayla moves 
with the slumped shoulders of a kid who 
doesn’t want to stand out, the baseline 
expression on her round, pleasant face a 
look of slight apprehension that then flick¬ 


ers rapidly between other uncomfortable 
emotions without settling precisely on any 
one of them. 

But Kayla wants to grow as a person. 
And with no help from friends or her kind, 
dorky, but hands-off dad, she relies on the 
internet, where she studies makeup tips 
and blowjob techniques as the blue elec¬ 
tronic glow accentuates her acne. (Even 
her own videos, we realize, are her way 
of placing good advice in the mouth of an 
electronic avatar so it’s easier for her to 
accept.) Himself one of the first generation 
of viral YouTube stars, Burnham is non- 
judgmental, perceptive, and matter-of-fact 
about how fully tech is integrated into teen 
lives, but he also plays internet absorption 
for broad laughs—at one point, some high 
school kids debate whether Kayla having 
Snapchat while she was still in middle 
school means she belongs to a different 
generation than theirs. 

A series of small, awkward dramas plays 
out—Kayla survives a snooty girl’s pool 
party, a flirtatious game of truth or dare, 
and more than one inopportune paren¬ 
tal intrusion—but Eighth Grade is more 
interested in the rhythm of middle-school 
life than incident. And its script precisely 
captures the inarticulate grammar of the

21st-century American teen: When Kayla 
punctuates a thought with a “like” and “urn,” 
or softens a statement with “or something” 
or “sorry,” she’s speaking a language with 
its own rules and conventions. 

In fact, Fisher’s performance is so con¬ 
vincing you can easily overlook how ideal¬ 
ized Kayla is—she’s almost too sweet, too 
capable, too self-sufficient to be a real kid. 
If the female directors I mentioned above 
are eager to run their heroines through 
the wringer, Burnham dotes on Kayla like 
an overprotective parent—the assurances 
her dad spouts could be the director’s own 
thoughts. No matter the adolescent indig¬ 
nities she encounters, her fate feels gently 
cupped in the director’s hands, and we can 
be assured she’ll never be too crassly humili¬ 
ated, never too fully defeated. Compared to 
more tough-minded coming-of-age movies, 
this can feel like pullingpunches. But there’s 
a generosity of spirit here that’s hard to fault. 
Because honestly, teens are sweeter, more 
capable, and more self-sufficient than they 
get credit for. B3

Superhero keeps its secret identity

W hat kind of superhero story 
do we need in this heartsick 
summer of lost children and 
wildfires? An “infinity war” 
is hardly a comforting concept. Instead, 
Samantha Johns and George McConnell 
have delivered the tender tableau of Super¬ 
hero, now onstage at the Southern Theater. 

In a series of occasional collaborations 
over a decade, Johns and McConnell have 
created a series of uniquely intimate, power¬ 
ful productions, often at DIY venues. The 
Thing (2010), a late-night celebration of 
love, vinyl, and the simple pleasures of pan¬ 
cakes, was held in the basement of what 
amounted to an artists’ squat. Snowfuck 
(2012), an exploration of trust incorporating 
real ice and fake snow, was a summertime 
show staged above a closed costume shop. 

Superhero reminds you of Johns and 
McConnell’s gifts but doesn’t rank among 
their stronger efforts. Billed as a show that 
“explores the notion of the extra in the ordi¬ 
nary,” it’s an almost aggressively understated 
70-minute production starring a couple 
dozen performers wearing ordinary street 
clothes and superhero masks. 

There’s not a conventional narrative, but 
you might surmise that these heroes are 
trying to save... themselves, from ennui. 
Although stirring songs and even Inception- 
style braaams are sometimes heard blaring 
from the sound system, these heroes aren’t 
really here to get pumped up. When Alicia 
Keys sings, “this! girl! is onfiiiiirrrrrrre,” 
they stand and regard the audience stoi¬ 
cally, like they’re daring us to believe her.

In this largely movement-based per¬ 
formance, there are fleeting moments of 
grandeur. A couple of heroes briefly don 
stage-spanning plastic-sheet capes; tan¬ 
talizing lights shine through long rows 
of cinder blocks (a moment when blocks 
slowly scrape against each other may trigger 
some Home Depot ASMR); and a climactic 
deployment of color guard flags is set to 
Peter Gabriel’s aching rendition of David 
Bowie’s “Heroes.” 

Whether it’s the space or the cast or the 
masks, though, Superhero just doesn’t deliver 
the jolts of emotion that powered these art¬ 
ists’ best work. Its conceit tends to sit on the 
surface: We’re very much left to decide for 
ourselves what these inexpressive figures 
are grapplingwith. It’s moving when they 
finally remove their masks, but that’s more 
because we’ve been given so little else to 
react to than because the unmasking scene 
is particularly compelling in and of itself. 

Even the show’s warmest moments tend 
to come off as mawkish rather than vulner¬ 
able. “I want to punch you in your mouth,” 
says one hero, “with my mouth. Softly.” At 
another point, a performer asks an audience 
member if she can “show you my heart.” 
She then takes the attendee’s hand and 
presses it to her throat, as the rest of us all 
wait for long silent moments. Presumably 
she has a pulse, but this Superhero could 
nonetheless use a dose of adrenaline. B3

So once again this year, 
the X Games x-travaganza will 
be accompanied by a series of musical 
events that’ll let you thrash and groove 
and otherwise move your body in extreme 
ways. Three concerts will take place at the 
Armory this weekend: Kaskade on Friday, 
Ice Cube and Brother Ali on Saturday, 
and, on Sunday, Zedd. 

Now, I know what you’re wondering: 
Just how extreme is this music? Do I have 
an answer? Yes, I have an answer. Using 
lab-tested, proprietary scientific meth¬ 
ods, I scrutinized each artist’s catalog to 
determine both their most extreme song 
and their least extreme. On that basis, 
I’ve evaluated the extent of each artist’s 
extremity, so you know what you’re get¬ 
ting yourself into.

No contest. Over a laid-back groove 
that captures the absence of stress, Cube 
relates his exploits as he rolls through 
town, scoring on the basketball court and 
in the bedroom. I mean, he didn’t even have 
to use his AK—how unextreme is that? 

is ICE CUBE EXTREME?: Extremely extreme. 
He may be best known now as the genial 
middle-aged actor in the Barbershop mov¬ 
ies, but at his core he’s still ice cold. 

BROTHER ALI 

WHO’S H E?: A standout on our hometown 
Rhymesayers crew, a devout Muslim, and 
an activist. 

MOST EXTREME: “Uncle Sam Goddamn” 
Ali has rhymed harder than this, but 
lyrically he’s never focused his righteous 
beliefs as sharply as on this politically 
charged 2007 single, which denounces our 
nation’s “billion dollar a week 'kill brown 
people’ habit.” So extreme it actually lost 
him a Verizon sponsorship. 

LEAST EXTREME: “All the Beauty in This 
Whole Life” 

The title track to the rapper’s 2017 
album is a gentle, poetic expression of 


love, the epitome of the graceful and 
mature Ali’s art. 

is BROTHER ali extreme?: When he needs 
to be. He’s mellowed with age without 
softening his political commitment. Let’s 
say moderately extreme. 

KASKADE 

WHO’S he?: A big-name progressive 
house DJ 

MOST EXTREME: “Fun” 

A nasty bassline and tricky cowbell pattern 
set the rhythm before the beat builds up 
steam and goes full EDM, while a frisky- 
voiced woman named Madge elaborates 


on the timeless lyrical theme “I wanna 
have some fun.” 

LEAST EXTREME: “Almost Back” 

Here’s Kaskade’s m.o.: Gently rolling 
beats you can get lost in building to a cho¬ 
rus where an uncharismatic female voice 
delivers a melody you’ll almost remember 
afterward. 

is KASKADE extreme?: Extremely mod¬ 
erate, maybe. 

ZEDD 

WHO’S HE?: An adorably elfin European 
fellow who crafts whooshy pop hits. 


MOST EXTREME: “BreakFree,” with Ariana 
Grande, which will always be remembered 
for the cryptically almost-English lyrics: “I 
only wanna die alive/Never by the hands 
of a broken heart/I don’t wanna hear you 
lie tonight/Now that I’ve become who I 
really are.” 

LEAST EXTREME: “Stay,” with AlessiaCara.
